- Vy. Ellis Grilhth, representing five of 


the defendants, said his elients did not 
sign the undertaking aa 4 matter of form, 
buy intended loyally to abide by ‘the.

“The two letters published below confirm, 
the necounts -givénin other letters which.” 
have appeared in Phé Vines of the .in- 
humanity with which: British: prisoners of 
war have been treated by Germans on the 
falsely-alleged ground that German 
prisoners of war have been employed on 
the Western, front in the‘firing-line zone. 
Tt was officially announced last. month. 
that the German Goveroment had agreed 
te the withdrawal of all British prisoners 
roughly 20 miles from the firing line, both 
on the Mastern and Western fronts; but, 
tn the meantime, the, writer, of the frst. 
letter, Private Barlow, of the Ist West 
Yorkshire Regiment, and 16°of those to 
whom he refers ag ‘my mates,” have died 
ag the yesult of the ill-treatment to whicn, 
lthey were aubjected by the German mili- 
tary authorities, 

The letter, which. was gated from Fried. 
richfeld, is as follows:—
